Wonders of the Telephone. 

An improvement has been made in 
the telephone, by which the full tones 
of the human voice may be transmit- 
ted. By using the carbon in a pulver- 
ized form instead of in the shape of a 
hard button, and by using a current 
four times as strong as before, the tel- 
ephone is made to give forth as loud 
and articulate sounds as those of the 
human voice. The electrician of the 
Metropolitan Telephone Company of 
New York city says: “I believe that 
there is no doubt that, after this im- 
provement has been put into general 
use, the call bell now attached to all 
the telephones can be dispensed with, 
because the voice from the telephone 
can be heard by any one near enough 
to hear the bell. While I was still in 
the room a voice came from the tele- 
phone, calling for ‘Miss Taylor,’ u lady 
employed in an adjoining room, some 
forty feet away from the instrument, 
and yet Miss Taylor at once left her 

esk and went to answer the call.” 
Mr. Chinnock says that when the voice 
comes from a long distance, as from 
New York or Philadelphia, it is neces- 
sary to speak loudly, but it is not neg- 
essary to shout. The new telephone 
will be used in talking between distant 
cities, as Boston, Philadeiphia, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago, New Orléans, and, pos- 
sibly San Francisco.— Times.

WOOL PRODUCT OF 1882. 


Now is the season for the spring 
shearing and activity in the wool mar- 
ket. Already we note that dealers are 
perambulating the country and mak- 
ing contracts with producers for the 
crops. The yield for the year cannot 
be given with anything like accuracy. 
The decimation of the sheep of South- 
ern California by short feed and the 
groundless drouth scare, which sent 
large bands out of the country, will re- 
duce our wool yield considerably be- 
low the average. We have conversed 
with several wool-growers and dealers, 
and from the varying opinions ex- 
press d we conclude this year's pro- 
duct will be about from two-thirds to 
thr e-fourth. that of last year in quan- 
tity. And itis well to note, but not 
agreeable to do so, that the crop of 
next year will also be light, owing 
to the fact of a light increase 
in the flocks that abide with 
us and which did not suc- 
cumb to the hard fare of the early win- 
ter. The late and beautiful feed of 
the present year, and a favorable grass 
crop next winter, will replenish our 


decimated flocks, and 1884 will see us 
full handed again in sheep and wool.

Hi nry Ward Beecher’s sermon in 
Plymouth Church to-day was much 
shorter than usual. He spoke for only 
age minutes, but during that time 
he tulked about the government of 
cities in general, and New York and 
Brooklyn in particular, expressed very 
decided pro-Chinese sentiments, paid 
the Irish a number of left-handed com- 
pliments, and gave some of his ideas 
about the aby sh work of Christian 
Churches, briefly 1 upon the 
proposition that a clear perception ot 
right and wrong was the fundame ntal 
law of civilization. Mr. Beecher was 
not opposed to immigration. He 


wanted But there was one 
tide of immigration that made us 
trouble. He might as well speak 
wigs He meant the Irish. The 

ish vote gave a great deal of trouble 


in New York and Brooklyn. The 
mercurial Irish race stood alone. They 
were “the most admirable people that 
ever abominated the earth.” They 
had been the -ablest destroyers of na- 
tions that ever existed, but they had 
never built a nation. The Irish, pure, 
and simple, and unadultered as they 
came to us, were the greatest trouble 
to us. By-and- by they would prove 
one, of the most enriching clements 
that ever came among us. Let, 

as they were in labor, they did make 
trouble in our municipal governments. 
“Thank God,” said Mr. Beecher, we 
are able in our youth to stand it, and 
Ireland has not many more to send 
us.” The Germans were more nearly 
allied to our institutions than any 
other immigrants. Next to them came 
something or anything,and,last aud best 
of all, came the Chinese. It was said 
that a German could live on what an 
American threw away, the Jew on 
what the average man discarded, and 
the Chinese on what the Jew threw 
away. It is just because the Chinese 
could live on less and do more than 
the Irish,” said Mr. Beecher, “ that 
they have brought on themselves the 
tirades of the present day and the leg- 
islation of a fool Congress. [ Applause. | 
Nations are constantly going up in the 
scale of civilization, and men are need- 
ed to do the lower work that must be 
done. The underwork is what this 
country is absolutely hungry for. Here 
is a nation ready to do this work for 
us—a nation which from the habits of 
centuries delights in doing it, and we 
shut against it the Golden Gate. God 
writes down asses against all the men 
who voted for it. That's my opinion 
on the subject.” [Applause.] 

Mr. Beecher had been growing more 
and more excited during the five min- 
utes that preceded this declaration. 
His face hal become flushed, his ges- 
tures more energetic, and he spoke at 
the top of his voice. As he paused for 
breath an uncontrollable outburst of 
applause came from the congregation. 
Probably not since the days of the war 
when the Plymouth pastor used to 
arouse his hearers with fiery sermons 
upon National issues, has there been 
such an emphatic demonstration. Very 
few clapped their hands, but it seemed 
as if nearly every one in the church 

stamped his or her fect, and there was 
scarcel ty subdued murmur of approv- 
al. Beecher seemed somewhat 
taken 8 by the intense feeling he 
had aroused. It was noticed that Mr. 
Beecher was pale after this effort, and 
he did nat regain his usual ruddy com- 
plexion during the services.

LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


The New Bill Providing for the 
Election of President. 


The New Chinese Bili—John F. Slater is Rais- 
ing a Fund for Educating the Freed- 
men — Bay News. 


Associated Press Dispatches.| 


Wanmorox, April 13.—The House 
Committee on the law respecting the 
election of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, agrees upon a bill to carry into 
effect the provision of the Constitution 
respecting the election of President 
and Vice-President of the United 
States, and directed the Chairman to 
report the same favorably. The bill 
provides that electors shall be chosen 
on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday of November in every fourth 
year, except in cases specified in sec- 
tions 147 to 149 of the Revised Stat- 
utes; that electors shall vote on the 
third Tuesday in December following 
their appointment; that between the 
choosing of electors and the day they 
are to vote, their title to the office of 
elector may be determined, which, if 
made by the highest judicial tribunal 
of the State having jurisdiction, shall 
be conclusive; that Congress shall be in 
session on the second Wednesday in 
January next after the meeting of the 
electors and 

COUNT THE VOTE; 

That upon receiving the certificates 
the President of the Senate shall call 
for objections, which, if any, shall be 
made in writing and shall state clearly 
and concisely with argument, the 
ground thereof, and shall be signed by 
ut least one Senator and one member 
of the House of Representatives before 
the same shall be received, contested 
votes from such State shall not be 
counted unless both houses concur 
therein, and if there be several electoral 
certificates from any State and no such 
judicial decision, a certificate held by 
both houses to be executed by the 
proper authority 


SHALL BE CONCLUSIVE; 

That if a result is not reached before 
the calendar day after the first mect- 
ing of the two Houses, no further re- 
cess shall be taken by either House. 
That notwithstanding the decisions 
and declarations mentioned, the title 
to the office of any person declared to 
be elected President or Vice President, 
and the title of any claimant thereof, 
may be tried and determined by action 
in the native quo warranto, and action 
may be brought prior to actual entry 
or usurpation, and must be com- 
menced within ten days after the dec- 
laration of election of the defe dant in 
the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the district in which the defend- 
ants, or.either of them, reside. 

In that event the controversy in any 
State as to the appointment or eligi- 
bility of the electors’ decision thereof 
by its highest judicial tribunal having 
jurisdiction shall be conclusive, and 
the vote shall be counted in accord- 
ance therewith, unless reversed by both 
houses; that if there be more than 
one judicial decision the two houses 
shall determine which shall be re- 
ceived; that where there has been a 
controversy in any State and no 
certified decision been transmitted, 
or when two or more such certi- 
fied decisions have been transmitted. 


THE NEW CHINESE BILL.

A Description of the Building and 
Who did the Work. 

The new and elegant residence of Mr.

The transom light over the front door 
has been artistically painted by Mr. 

Renshaw, the design representing the 
emblems of Canada and the United 
States, with a double cornucopia above 
and the motto, In God We Trust,“ be- 
low. The rooms on the first floor com- 
prise a front and back parlor, or dining- 
room, hall, pantry, kitchen and servants’ 

The 
upper story, the family rooms and dress- 
ing rooms attached, children’s room, 

blue room, (guests’ bedroom) bath room 
and closets. The sanitary arrangements 
are of the most complete and expen- 
sive kind. The bath-room is pro- 
vided with all modern conveniences, 
Each ‘room discloses a beauty and 
thoroughness of detail that would oc- 
cupy too much space to mention as fully 
as it deserves. The painting is perfect 
and sufficiently diversified to give a 
pleasing effect to the eye as the visitor 
goes from room to room; comprising 
pearl, bird’s-eye maple, oak, black wal- 
nut and other colors. The bedrooms are 
SS with elegant marble-top and 
ack weshstands, hot and cold water 
faucets, etc. The winding stairway is 
of Spanish cedar and the hallway on 
the second floor is provided with a low 
railing and gate of the same material, 


as a protection for the children 
from falling down the stairway. 
An elegaut verandah fronts the 


south and east on the ground floor, with 
corresponding balcony above, from which 
un excellent and extended view is ob- 
tained, and to which access is gained 
through an elegant French window. A 
sinall but neat porch in the rear, on the 
second floor, commands a magnificent 
view of the mountains north and north- 
east. 

The whole work has been done under 
the able supervision of Mr. J. M. Brain- 
erd, the contractor, and reflects great 
credit upon his skill and close attention 
to every detail.

ANAHEIM TRIUMPHANT. 


Judge McNealy favors Prior Ap- 
propriation. 
Ananetm, April 13.—The findings of 
Judge McNealy in the case of the Ana- 
heim Water Company against the Santa 
Ana Valley Irrigation Company were 
filed to-day. The decision is in favor 
of the Anaheim Company, and gives 
them the right to take from the river 
water enough to fill their ditch at all 


times of the year; the ditch being de- 
scribed in the decision as six feet wide 
at the bottom, eight feet wide at the top 
and two feet deep. An injunction is 
also granted against the defendants, re- 
straining them from taking any of the 
water of said river until the Anaheim 
people have had the amount to which 
they are entitled. The decision is 
sweeping and grants everything asked 
by the plaintiffs. There is great re- 
joicing here, as the amount of water is 
sufficient for the needs of this entire 
country, and this section will now go 
rapidly forward. This decision main- 
tains the doctrine of prior appropria- 
tion, and is in keeping with other de- 
cisions lately rendered in other coun- 
ties. The magnitude of the interests 
involved make the case one of the most 
important ever tried in this or any other 
county.

In which was saved all the urine that 
could be collected. This, said Cap- 
tain Cuddy, is used by them as the 
choicest kind of manure, and is poured 
over the vegetables in the gardens.’’ 
We mentally resolved to eat no more 
celery, onions, radishes, parsnips and 
other delectably flavored productions of 
Chinese gardens. A scientific examina- 
tion by Dr. Hartley, revealed the fact 
that this liquid was strongly tainted 
with syphilitic diseases! And yet this 
fluid, full of death, is used on the vege- 
tables in their gardens, and then ped- 
died out in the streets of Los Angeles! 
This is the naked truth, which the 
Times never shrinks to disclose when it 
is for the good of its patrons. 


CESSPOOLS. 


In another yard was a ditch filled 
with impurities from neighboring kitch- 
ens running into a stagnant pool, which 
overflowed into a vault, which was so 
offensive that none of the party could 
inspect comfortably, on account of the 
terrible stench arising. A tall draught 
chimney arose from the vuthouse 
over the vault that carried the 
disease germs away, accordi to 
the well-known law of the diffusion 
of gases. These things are a positive 
nuisance, 
to neglect longer will be positively dire- 
lict in duty. These cesspools were 
frequent, in fact in every yard, and one 
place in particular was so filthy that the 
offensive odors kept the whole party at 
a respectful distance, while one who 
climbed up and looked over sickened at 
the sight. 


by all means universal. The kitchens 
were all clean, a fact that deserves 
credit. Their bed clothes and garments 
were also clean. It is the crowding of 
so many together and the accumulation 
of filth in heaps and pools that is the 
evil. 

DISEASES. 
Many of the men and women were 
subjected to an examination of the 
mouth and throat by Dr. Hartley, and 
nearly all showed more or less signs of 
either present or constitutional syphilis. 
Shut out from nature’s great vitalizers 
of light and pure air, they lacked vigor, 
and presented a pule, sallow appear- 
ance. There were a few found who 
presented no evidences of any such dis- 
ease. In one room, away back amid 
the filth and fumes of opium dens was 
found a poor woman in a dark rat hole, 
where the healing sunlight of heaven 
never penetrated, and where the health- 
laden breezes of the Pacific never ex- 
tend, lying upon a bunk, nearly

With the horrible disease of gonorrhea 
opthalmia, and no care whatever being 
taken of her. Of course this is' a severe 
case. Examination of the mouths and 


rs throats of many revealed the fact that 


they were suffering with syphilitic sores: 
In fact it is the opinion of many that 
the assertion is not too broad that all 
Chinamen are thus more or less afflicted. 
And yet these men (don’t) do our wash- 
ing! 

= OPIUM DENS. 

These are numerous throughout all 
Chinatown. The opium is used as an 
extract, a fluid thick and dark like mo- 
lasses. The point of a darning needle 
is stuck into the o ium, which is driven 
into a small hole in the pipe-bowl, 
lighted, and inhaled through the lungs, 
this being the quickest — of enjoying 
the effect. Several examples of the art 
were given by request. There are few 
Chinese now who do not hit the pipe.’ 
The opium extract is retailed for about 
ten cents per thimbleful. The effects 
of it were seen in thin, cadaverous, ma- 
terial ghosts that were sleeping on their 
bunks. In one of the black holes, 
where there was neither light nor ven- 
tilation, a cat was observed perceptibly 
under the influence of the drug from 
breathing the atmosphere tainted by 
the poppy’s fatal extract. 

‘THE RESULTS. 


Here in the fairest spot on God's foot- 
stool is a cancer that is fastening itself 
in almost the business center of our 
city. Hundreds of Chinamen living in 
a quarter, huddled up to ether without 
any regard to the laws of hygiene, their 
utter neglect of health regulations fast 
turning it into a niiasmal swamp worse 
than ever shook the people of the classic 
Wabash. The reason why the Chinese 
do not die of it immediately themselves, 
is because the death-laden atmosphere 
arising from their accumulating filth by 
the law of gas exhalation is carried to 
other portions of the city to breed dis- 
ease. Three fatul diseases may spring 
from these Chinese cesspools: 

1. Epidemic dysentery. 

2. Typhoid fever. 

3. Diphtheria.
